Hone. The “Instructions to Postmasters 
arid othora” just issaed from the Post-olfice, 
show. that. the.new regalation is not so strin- 
gent or extensive.asiwaa at first imagined. 
Registration is nab absolutely insisted on inal 
ongoi of tha tranemisaion ‘of -the specified arti- 
oles, It is only “lettéera.ond packets which 
from the way in mhich. they aré folded or pack- 
ed obviously contain whole bank-notes,“post- 
agestamps, jewellery, or’ watches,” which, if 
notdtly, €endered for registrution, *" maut bo 
compuleorily regiitered “aud ‘charged a double 
registration fea’ of 8d., in the same man- 
neras letters: containing, cdiu.” = But-even 
in this taodified form, what, wo may 
agk, is the . object. of  thia new ragula- 
tion, Primd faci,any new rule which practi-. 
cally deprives avast number of people of a 
common and much esed convenience 1s vexa- 
tiow, and.aome very special reasons shoald be 
given before’ wo com accapt jt.
